“Examination of the Boulder 
dam project discloses its great im- 
portance and the purposes of na- 
tional character which it serves. 
These purposes involve questions of 
preparation for adjustment of in- 
ternational relations with Mexico, 
flood control, and apportionment 
of euch resources, and compensa- 
tion, if any, to states in respect 
thereto. 

“Upon some of the questions 
which arise in connection with 
these purposes it might be appro- 
priate under other circumstances 
for you to have the studies made 
which are preliminary to the cham- 
ber’s referendum system. It ap- 
pears, however, that hearings be- 
fore congressional committees are 
at hand and that the time for leg- 
islation decision may arrive before 
determination of new policies could 
be completed. For this reason we 
are not recommending to you that

OV. FULLER would give the Appellate 

Court of his State power to order a new 
trial in the interest of justice, whether or 
not the original trial was conducted in ac- 
cordance with technica] law. This power 
was lacking when the Sacco-Vanzettj case 
was up. The final court could not pass 
upon the fact. and the justice of the ver- 
dict; only upon compliance with § Iegal 
forms. It is curious, however, that in sugc- 
gesting a sensible reform in judicial pro- 
cedure the Governor stresses the necessity 
of relieving the executive of such difficul- 
ties as he himself encounter d in dealing 
with the Sacco-Vanzetti case. A higher 
ground for such action is to give persons 
accused of crime the protection to which 
they are entitled. 

Had Sacco and Vanzetti not been denied 
rights of review of the facts inf their case 
by a higher court, much of the agitation 
over their fate would have ,uickly died out. 
It was knowledge that the Massachusetts 
code did not accord the defense privileges 
which in most other states are deemed es- 
sential to the administration of justice that 
shocked the conscience of the nation. The 
State of Massachusetts itself recognizes the 
defect in the law and, it may be assumed, 
will rectify it.

WARMER THAN USUAL 


Weather Bureau Reports Grow- 
ing Period and Crops Ex- 
ceeded Average. 


— 


Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Sum- 
the much-discussed 
“The Year With- 
out a Summer,” the Weather Bu- 
reau concluded today that for the 
country at large it was “warmer 
and wetter than normal, and that 
the growing season, represented by 
the period between the last kill- 
ing frost in spring and the first in 
fall, was longer than in an aver- 
age year,” 

Calling’ atttention to reports 
that last year was to be “fraught 
with menace to the peoples of the 
world’’ because of widespread des- 
truction of crops by, cold and dry 
weather and a short growing sea- 
son, the bureau said that “none of 
these calamities occurred, as crop 
damage, in general, by adverse 
weather was not greater than in 
many other recent years.” 

“Summer frosts were reported 
locally from the more Northern 
States,”’ it said, “but such condi- 
tions are usual and occur nearly 
every year. In fact, they were 
not reported from as far south 
in 1927 as in recent past years.” 

Temperatures for the year, the 
bureau said, were above normal 
over more than 80 per cent of the 
country, the average being about 
1 per cent’ warmer than normal, 
with 156 of the 179 reporting fore- 
cast stations having above normal 
warmth. 

The growing season, the bureau 
continued, was longer than normal 
nearly everywhere, being nearly a 
month longer than usual over con- 
siderable sections, and with “only 
limited and widely scattered areas 
having a growing season shorter 
than normal.” 


Herbert Janvrin Browne of 
Washington, ocean meteorologist 
and long-range weather forecaster, 
was the author of the “year with- 
out a summer” prediction as ap- 
plied in 1927.

Hearst Let Down Gently 
In Report on Forgeries 


Continued From Page One.

Heretofore it had been supposed 
that Hearst’s employment of ex- 
perts had been a voluntary gesture 
of an effort to assist the commit- 
tee. It is now divulged that he was 
merely corroborating, for his own 


satisfaction, a fact hich the com- 


mittee had already obtained from 
other sources, and of which he had 
been confidentially informed by 
someone on the committee. 


In addition to reviewing briefly 
some of the evidence of spurious- 
ness in the “documents” the re- 
port recalls that the four Senators 
named in the “‘documents” all took 
the stand and testified that they 
had not been paid, promised or of- 
fered any money from any Mexi- 
can source, 


It mentions the fake “code” tele- 
grams, the errors of grammar and 
punctuation, and that the telegraph 
company records showed there had 
been no transfers cf money fre 
Mexico to the United States such 
as the “documents’’ purported to 
show. The telegraphic correspond- 
ence which passed between the 
Mexican Government and its New 
York Consulate is reported to be 
perfectly innocent, and a scrutiny 
of the Consulate’s bank accounts 
similarly failed to reveal anything 
sinister. 

Lax Search for Forgers. 

The report does not state, how- 
ever, why the committee failed to 
subpena the telegraphic corre- 
spondence which passed between 
Hearst and his Mexico City cor- 
respondent, John Page, and be- 
tween Hearst and Miguel Avila, 
the under cover man who fur- 
nished the documents to Page. It 
makes véry plain that the com- 
mittee went to vigorous lengths in 
Searching the 
dence which might corroborate 
Hearst’s documents, but makes 
equally plain that once the docu- 
ments were exposed as forgeries, 
very little effort was made to dis- 
cover who forged them or whether 
Hearst had knowledge of it. 

On the floor of the Senate, Reed 
of Pennsylvania, with deliberate 
and obvious caution, refrained from 
uttering any condemnation of 
Hearst and his procedure in. the 
hoax. 

Norris Asks Questions. 

Reed attempted to place all the 
blame on Avila and Page, and only 
incidentally mentioned Hearst. 
When he had finished a prosaic 
recital of the evidence he wwas tak- 
en to task by Senator Norris of 
Nebraska, who wrote the open let- 
ter to Hearst in which he declared 
that the Hearst system of news- 
papers constituted the sewer sys- 
tem of American journalism. 

After Reed had stated that he 
did tot think Avila or Page could 
be convicted of pe rjury although 
he personally believed that they 
had given false testimony to the 
committee, Norris demanded if the 
evidence revealed that Hearst had 
made any attempt to verify the au- 
thenticity of the “documents.” 
Reed replied: “I know that the 
Senator from Nebraska is trying to 
have me characterize WHearst. I 
am perfectly willing to do this. It 
was incumbent upon Heart, in view 
of the seriousness of the charges 
that he made, to exhaust every ef- 
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1fort to verify these documents and 


he did not do so.”’ 

This was the strongest language 
that Reed used against Hearst dur- 
ing the entire colloquy.
